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DEFINITION “FRIEND" 


Now this editorial, foreword, or whatever you may wish to call it was 
begun with the idea of defining a friend and for no other purpose. When Dr. 
Johnson published his dictionary more than 150 years ago, he made several 
definitions of the word. The first of these defined friend as "One joined 
to another, in mutual benevolence and intimacy." The second definition was 
“One without hostile intention;" the third was “One reconciled to another ;" 
the fourth “An attendant or companion;" the fifth "A favqurer." Nearly a 
century later Webster, who was indebted no doubt to Dr. Johnson, went a 
little farther in his definitions, Webster's first description of friend was, 
"One attached to one another with affection and esteem." His third definition, 
a somewhat curious one, is that "A friend is one reconciled after enmity." 
Webster also defined a friend as “An attendant." With this last we could dis- 
agree perhaps, for certainly not all attendants are friends, Webster's fifth 
definition is one which applies most particularly to our association and 
this is "A favourer" such being one who is propitious, as a friend to poet- 
ry, music, etc. Webster gives four other definitions, one being "A favourite" 
which refers to Biblical times, He also defines it as a term of salutation 
and this meaning is found frequently in the Bible. We have an application 
also in the answer to the sentry's challenge of "Who goes there?" which is 
"Friend!" Another definition includes a paramour but this has or should have 
become obsolete now. Lastly there is the definition of “One who has suffic- 
ient intent to serve another," this being political in its implication and 
having the flavor of quid pro quo. 


The "Friend of the Army Medical Library" is best included in Webster's 
fifth definition as, "A person who is propitious to the aims and aspirations 
of an institution." This is all the Library expects, but if such good will 
lead eventually to the acquisition of valuable and useful material by way of 
gifts, the Library will be deeply grateful. In the past a number of unexpected 
gifts have come to us. A large part of the Windsor collection in Manchester, 
England was bequeathed to the Library about thirty years ago. Dr. Billings 
went to England soon after notice was received of the bequest and he selected 
material of untold value, for which the Library will ever be thankful. Again, 
shortly after the World War, a bequest of several thousand dollars was made to 
the Army Medical Library by Mr. Wiiliam F. Edgar. A number of wills have been

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made in the Library's favor since then, the donors heing still alive. In 

such cases and unlike gifts of books, authority from Congress is required to 
accept cash bequests and the money is then held in the Treasury until expend- 
ed. No specific purpose has to be given for the expenditure of such funds, The 
Surgeon General's approval being all that is necessary. Just this year, a 
bequest of the late Dr. S. Adolphus Knopf found its way into the Library, Dr. 
Knopf was a well known authority on tuberculosis and his entire library de- 
voted to tuberculosis and birth control came to us intact. In addition, this 
bequest included many letters from Osler and Welsh, all of Dr. Knopf's dip- 
lomas, a choice collection of photographs of professional men as well as much 


original correspondence of great historical value. 


Finally, it should be added that the Library does not solicit donations 
and is not engaged in discovering the whereabouts of material for possible 
gifts. This it leaves for its friends to do, Frequently even a small and mod- 
est acquisition will prove a great help. The Librarian of the Army Medical 
Library wishes to make it clear that the mere fact of this institution being 
government supported does not mean that it has unlimited funds, as was ex- 
plained in our last issue of the Current List. The actual situation is quite 
to the contrary and while the Library is not an object of charity, it isa 
growing concern with growing expenses and its purpose is to serve the med- 
ical public as well as possible at all times. It can secure its objective 


more fully and more quickly with the help of its many "Friends."
